CmtlANS IN DEFENSE 
The -department of defense has finally 
found out where all Its 1,504.000 civilians are 
. employed. The army haa 822,000, navy 563,- 
000 and olr force 318,000. 

The queatlon first came up about a month 
ago. Economy-minded Sen. Harry F. Ford of 
Virginia tries to keep boolu on the rise and 
loll— mostly rlae— of government help. He 
wanted to know where all these defense people 
were and what they do. 

Department of defense officials couldn't 
answer ihe question at the time. But since 
then a nutpber of tabulation sheets half as 
big as a desk top, have been prepared to show 
where they work. 

WJth the uniformed army, navy, marine 
corps and air force being built up to 3,500,000 
men. It seemed rather high to have another 
1,900,000 clvllfaos to take care of them. -It 
averagBd out one civilian behind the lines 
for every two and a third people In uniform. 
: And this did not include the OS.OOO unl- 
', ■ formed personnel which Texas Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson's preparedness sub-conunlttee has 
Just reported It found In the "chair brigade." 

Giving a detailed breakdown on where the 
army, navy and air force has their civilian 
employes scattered all over the country and 
the world would be too statistical and take up 
too much space. 
TTie big drive now before congress Is ho» 
. to reduce these numbers. And the department 
' of defense has a battle on Jts hands trying 
to Justify them. 

The big argument on government employ- 
ment in the military establishment Is whether 
jnivatfl business could perform some of these 
services on contract as a saving to the tax- 
: payer. Taking all arms production out of gov- 
enmient arsenals and navy yards, for In- 
stance, would cut down civilian employment 
by 10 per cent. 

"Hie armed service heads claim this would 
be more costly In the long run. Army and 
- navy have built up working forces of special 
: technical skills over the years. Breaking up 
these organizations would mean that thou- 
■andJ of employes would have to be trans- 
ferred to private employment, or new labor 
forces developed. The government manu- 
\ faetures none of its own aircraft, however. 
The effort to outjdown Avfllui employment 
In the mititaryestabllstuiient is to be carried 
■ forwwrd on several fronts. President Truman, 
In a new directive letter to" all agencies, has 
Instructed them to save manpower wherever 
~ possible. 

The cltltens' committee for the Hoover re^ 
port on government reorganization has Just 
appointed a new group to exert pressure on 
bU agencies to moderniiQ . their personnel 
ixillcles. 

The armed services themselves have made 
some effort to reduce the number of uniform- 
ed personnel on non-combat duty. But when- 
ever they replace a uniformed man or woman 
. with a civilian, they merely Increase the 
percentage of civilians.

apecltlcally. created by congress as an agency to 
develop water resources In an orderly and buslncsslllte 
mannert without any prejudice toward, private or 
public Interests. 

PTO's briefs In hearings and In court have blasted 
Interior In Isnguags never before used— publicly, that 
Is— between two executive agencies. ITC lawyers have 
accused ' Chapman of a "dog-In -the -in anger" at- 
titude. They base thU' charge on the fact that, al- 
though he has no plana tor building the three projecta 
Involved, he wants to prevent PPC and private In- 
terests from giving Immediate service to needy cus. 
tomerj. 

ISSUE— It Is significant that Secretary Chapman 

d not attack FPC's authority and Jurisdiction until 
after President Truma«'s tSlB reelection. The three 
applications had been tentatively approved by rFQ 
In early fall of ISiS without provoking any protest 
from interior. 

Several reasons account for Chapman's Interim 
disinterest. He was Mr. Truman political advance 
agent In the II public land states beyond the Heckles, 
nherc water and power are a bread-and-butter Issue 
with the voters. He was too busy In corraling Demo- 
cratic votes, which he did with great success, to bother 
with departmental problems. Secondly, It was useless 
to voice his radical Wewj pn pubUP power and relsteit 
questions until a Trutnan victory was assured. 

Mr. Truman's attitude In the matter Is still In 
doubt. Ha ha^ kept out of the Idaho and noanokn 
squabbles. Heririt opposed Chapman on Kings river, 
but tubsequdUly endorsed Interior's viewpoint against 
FPO. If Oscar's public power scheme seems likely 
to win general approval from the voters, the President 
will be for it. 

MONOPOLY-Interlor ond PPO will next meet In 
Judicial combat on ScpL 4 before the U. 8. fourt of 
appeals at Richmond, Va.

Wash- 
ington will enjoy a complete monopoly of power ex- 
cept where It Is generated by steam plants.
